The Order of President McKinley 
as Given in a Proclamation 
Declaring Peace. 


PROTOCOL SIGNED AUGUST 12. 1898 


Wasiiixoiox, Aug. I-.—The Presi¬ 
dent ha* issued tlie following proclama¬ 
tion : 

Ity tlie I’re-ident of tlie United Slates 
of America—A Prodautation : 

When a-, l*y a pr<it<M - «d concluded and 
signeil August II' - by Win. R. Day, 
Secretary of Mate of ih- I'nilcl States, 
and Ilia Kxcellency Jule- Csnilwu, Am¬ 
bassador I'vtraordinary and I‘ieni|>oleii- 
tiarv of tin- L piiblu of I ranee at Wa-li 
ingtou, respectively repn *enting for this 
purpose the Government of the 1 uited 
Stales and the tSovernment of ^paill l tlie 
United State- and Spain have formally 
agreed upon the terms U|w»n which ne¬ 
gotiation- for the e-iahliatiment "f p«-acr 
betw«*en the two countries -hall be un¬ 
dertaken: and, 

Whereas, It i« in said protocol agreed 
that upon it* conclusion and signature 
hostilities between the two countries 
shall Im< suspended, and that notice to 
that effect shall In- given a* *oon as |h>s- 
■ible by each Government to the com¬ 
manders of it* military and naval force*; 

Now, therefore, f, William McKinley, 
President of tho United States, do, in 
accordance with the stipulations of the 
protocol, declare ami proclaim on the 
part of the Lnited States a suspension 
of hostilities, and do hereby command 
that orders 1 k» immediately given 
through tin 1 pro|* r channel* to the com¬ 
manders of the military and naval forces 
oj the United Mates to almtain from all 
act* Inconsistent with this proclamation. 

In wituc** whereof I have hereunto 
set my hand and euu-e-l the seal of the 
United State* to be affixed. 

Done at the city of Washington this 
12th day of August, in tin* year of our 
ls>rd one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-eight and <if the Independence of 
the United State* the one hundred and 
twenty-third. W«. Mi Kini.kv.

A Social Fallacy.

There are many aecial fallacies which 
hare for age* continued to lie* vigorous¬ 
ly, and which di* bard and .lowly. | 

Among them i* that moat perniciou* one 
that trade i* undignified and labor a re¬ 
proach. No matter what moralist* and 
fbiloaopbcr* have said a* to the worth 
o.* work and the value of commerce, no 
matter what ha* been written by the 
yoeta or preached by the divine*, fanh- 
tunable society shut iU ear* ami it* un¬ 
derstanding to all, and decreed that, 
whatever their personal character or 
abilities, those who engager! in trade or 
labor should lie excluded from it* cir¬ 
clet. 

This opprobrium distinction between 
idleness and usefulne** to the prejudice 
•f tbo latter, or between one kind of use¬ 
fulness and another, is not indigenous 
sentiment, hut was continental, and im¬ 
ported hither. It had it* riw- in an in- 
Anted military pride. Our practical 
forefathers honored trade, and by it* en¬ 
couragement prepared the way for Lug- 
land's greatness. And they regarded all 
claaaea of idlers, whether aristocrats or 
Sturdy vagabonds” with keen severity. 

Indeed, no one can read Black*tone'a 
Commentaries on the laws of England 
without coming to the conclusion, that 
not our wealth, population, and power 
alone, hut our liberties also, had their 
erlgin in trade. Trade and freedom 
ainrrhcd hand in hand, acted and re-act- 
td upon each other, and built up the 
world'* greatest Empire. 

The wisest monanlia of England, in¬ 
cluding Alfred and FJiuthelb, have pro¬ 
moted the extension of trade by their 
example n« well as by their laws. Klix- 
aia-th had a share in many *|a-culation*.

honurt shop* ami dress establishments. 

We liuve not lienrd that any of them 
have been excluded from "the upper 
sukkltV in conaequrnor. It would seem, j 
therefore, that sound common sense is 
ttkrljr to prevnil, and that eveutually 
•very useful career will be deemed bon- f 
•table in any rank .if society. Fasliion 
has taken a slight turn, and we must 
m-t he surprised if w«- «ee a coiiutesn di- 
trcling a steam laundry, or a viscount 
master of a merchant ship.

trolled the trade of the East.

leellog that it must "draw a Hue" in iu 
swn favor, and making every town and 
village iu the kiugdom a hot-ln-d of jeal- 
•sisfe* aud hatred*. Moneyless proprie¬ 
tor* of land disdained the landless pro¬ 
prietors of money.

the new-made noble was a parvenu to 
his titled nrothreu.
